NCREDIBLY, Jerome Charyn 

has written a novel sympa- 
thetic to J. Edgar Hoover. Even 
more incredibly, Edgar, as he is 
Teferred to throughout “The 
Pranklin Scare” runs with a 
pack of wild dogs in the streets 
of Washington ai night. Mean- 
while. in 1944, in the attic of the 
White House, a young sailor 
eats Tootsie Rolls and dreams 
of sleeping with his sister: his 
sister is actually sleeping with a 
Spanish Chancellery official on 
the payroll of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation: a ‘Trot- 
Skyite poet from Charleston 
plots to assassinate Eleanor 
Roosevelt with a penknife: the 
Wild Man of Tangiers, naked 
in a closet, is hiding from the 
Secret Service, and the Empre . 
of Bulgaria is dying. 


It is as if “The Public Burn- 
ing” had been written by 5. J. 
Perelman, or “Ragtime” by Al 
Capp. 

The sailor is Oliver Beebe. 
President Franklin Roasevelt's 
personal barber. The president 
likes to have Oliver around—and 
even takes him to Yalta—be- 
cause Oliver is decent and dumb, 
imows nothing of politics, is in- 
nocent of palace intrigue and 
loses at poker. Edgar likes to 
have dinner with Oliver for most- 
ly the same reasons. Mrs. Roose- 
velt also likes Olver; she 
scrambles his eggs. The Wild 
Man, an American black who is 
mistaken for a Japanese spy, 
Hikes Oliver because Oliver toilet~ 
trains him. The Secret Service 
does not like Oliver because he 
has slept with his sister and goes 
to meetings af the Liberty Club 
and has too much access ta the 
president. 

After the Empress of Bulgaria 
dies, so does President Roosevelt. 
Eleanor, Oliver and Edgar go 
swimming at Hyde Park. 

Oliver. then. would seem to be 

_ American innocence. History is 
an aecident that happens to 
him. He umderstands nothing but 
his loyaity to the boss and his 
feelings for his sister. 

Churehill doesn’t like Oliver 
because Churchill doesn't like 
American innocence. 

It is as if “The Sound and the 
Fury” had been written by Can- 
dide, 

“The Franklin Scare” is Jerome 
Charyn’s lith novel He has 
tamed hig prose and makes it 
perform tricks. It is a New York 
Prose, street-smart. sly and full 
of lurches, like a series of sub- 
way stops. Its essential moral 
concerns arrive in a kind of drag 
of language, a hip uniform. 
thumbs hooked in the belt. it 
will never allow itself to sound 
corny, but. always in motion. al- 
ways anpling, it gets the job 
done, as if selling us a bridge 
or a silo of olive oll. 

And yet what is so astonishing 
and satisfying abou: “The Prank- 
lin Scare" is that, inside its pop 
conventions and its hip parodies.
